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Applicants' representative thanks Examiner Long for the courtesy of a telephone 
interview on July 13, 2010 and acknowledges the Interview Summary mailed on 
August 10, 2010, During the interview, Exahimer Long proposed certain claim amendments, 
and applicants' representative authorized the! Examiner's amendment of claim 32 that is 
described on pages 4 and 5 of the Notice of Allowance. Applicants' representative also 
authorized the cancelation of claims 61 and f2 without prejudice or disclaimer.
